SPEECH OF MR, CLORIBEL ON 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


‘MR, CLORIBEL. Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: My subject is: "Woman Suffrage", I select 
this subject to counteract a movement reperted by the 
press that some influential members of the Convention are 
campaigning to frustrate the effectivity of Act 4112 known 
as the Yoman's Suffrage Law by inserting in our future 
constitution a provision depriving women the right of suf- 
frags. 

Mr. President, I take the floor before this august 

body, not because I posses attractive eloquence, far 
fetehed erudition, or new theories for the metamorphosis 
of our government and our social and economic relations, 
but I rise in behald of women, the mothers, the sisters and 
the orphan and unprotected widow. I ask that our women 
have am interest to awaken from its apathy fully one-half 
of the moral and intellectual resources of the country; fully 
one-half of its productive interest - an interest which con- 
tains in the germ ahe physical pvrer and vitel foree of the 


whole nation. 
I need not, Mr. President, enumerate here all the 


facts about the countless number of women who have partici-~- 


pated creditable in the government from the days of our 


Saviour until this time. You know that Victoria ruled in 


England and the adoration of the English heart teday for 
ites Queen found expression in that beautiful song, "God 
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Save the Queen." Queen Elizabeth geve to Mngland her 
prestige and the proud-pre-eminence which she holds today 
among the nations of the earth. Isabella I of Spain was the 
fatron saint of America end if not for her generosity 

our mother country today would be e wilderness. She rose 
in her queenly majesty, and pledged her jevels to under- 
take the great voyage of Christopher Columbus leading to 
the discovery and explration of the new world. Maria 
Theresa of Austria, who took the reings of governmént 
while her kingdom was divided and siturbed, found herself 


@cual to the emergenoy by restoring order out of chaos, 


and prosperity to her kingdom. Christine of 
Seeden, brought that kingdom to the zenith of its power. 
Sugenie, impress of the French, in the late disastrous 
refolution, assumed the regency of the Empire in defiance 
of her ministry. Florence Nightinghge brought order and 
efficieney inte the hospital of the crimeansj and Clara 
Barton, with her clear head and generous heart, lifted 
the starving women of trasberg ~ these are few of the 
thousand and one other women vho cannot be enumerated here. 
Zhe instances I have cited lead to the conclusion that 
womenkind @s far wack as more than 500 years sgo has had 
its share in almost 211 movements towards progress. ‘omen, 
if they constitute half of humanity, should have the same 
right as men to participate in the enjoyment ef hapiness, 
and must naturally appear in the rool of human achievements. 
From the earliest days, whether we begin with the Biblical 
account of the coming of Eve or with the evolutionary theory 
of our baving developed from a lower state of animal lefe, 
women has asserted herself in shaping the course of our 
destiny. Thus it is that in the realm of politics woman 
has gradually but surely, at times in spite of man's deter~ 


mined eppos&tion, acquired @qual rights with man in the 
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ehoice of public officials and in same cases to the extent 


of shouldering equal responsibilities in the management of 
pabliec affeira. 
the problem of oman ouffrags »hieh started in
